Ka ballad ka long 
kawei na ki rukom shad barim eh kiba lehse ka 
kham rim shibun ia ki por u Geoffrey Chaucer; 
kane ka rukom ka nangiaisan main-pa-mian ha 
ka kti ba la kyrkhu jong ki kpa tymmen. Ka 
lah ruh ban don kum kane ka rwai-shad (ballad) 
ha ki thain ka Denmark bad South Sweden 
kata ba la wallam da ki nonghiar thma. Hangne, 
ka lah ban roi haduh ka kyrdan kaepik. e g, 
Beowulf lehse da ki katto katne ki Northum- 
brian poet ha ka spah snem ba pra. Ka ballad 
ka long ka rukom jingrwai ba la rwai na shnong 
sha shnong, ha kaba la pynbud artat bad ka 
duitara. Ka long ruh ka rukom ha kaba la rwai 
kynhun na ka bynta ban im jakpoh kyndoi.

According to a 
pretty tale told by the venerable Be de, the 
power of verse came to him suddenly as a divine 
gift. He had never been able to sing to the 
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barp as others did in festive gatherings in a 
monastery hall, and when his turn came round 
ba had always been used to retire in humiliation. 
But one night, having gone to the stables to look 
the horses of which he had charged, be fall a 
sleep and an angel appeared to him in a vision, 
and told him to sing. Then, when he asked, 
‘what shall I sing ?’ the hevenly visitor replied, 
“Sing the beginning of created things” and 
waging he found himself to his astonishment 
endowed with the faculty of poetry” l.
